Municipal Council Dissolved. 

PARK, March 19, — It. is expected that 
tlio gbveriunent will dissolve the municipal 
council at Vorsnilloa liocaitso that body 
yesterday manifested approval of tlio 
Paris cdiunmno of LSTi. 

The French Itndgct. 

The cabinet have agreed upon tt budget 
for 188S. A sum of 19,000,000 francs 
will bo creutud to balance ordinary ox- 
pen'BOB. Tho bxtraordinnry budget will lie 
maintained. It will be covered by ttiu 
issue of treasury bonds to the amount of 
40, OOOjOOO francs, redeemable in 70 years 
and by a further issue of bonds to the

hervln an Ally of Austria. 

Bklokade; March l!i. -The newspaper 
Adjekc, states that a military convention 
has been concluded between Austria and 
Servile according to tlio terms of which 
Servia is to bo lin ally of Aust ria in event 
of war between the latter country and 
Russia. 

The «'ziir'» Kncniles. 

St. Petersburg, Mnrchll9. Following 
is an authorized ollicial declaration con- 
cerning the attonipt on tho life of the czar. 
It is not believed thai the active society of 
the constitutional party has such an ex- 
tensive and influential following as some 
foreign journals represent. The consti- 
tutionalists, instead of being wholly dis- 
tinct from the nihilists, are nothing but 
executors t»f milder programme, cloaking 
the violent methods of nihilism so as to 
secure a certain amount of toleration from 
the educated and thoughtful classes in 
Russia. The coir's advisers are convinced 
from long observation that the influential 
classes in Russia do not consider the time 
has yet arrived in the political develode- 
uientof tlio empire for the introduction 
of constitutional government by his ma- 
jesty. Not do the pau-slavist party desire 
constitutionalism. On tho contrary they 
declare that an autocratic form of govern- 
ment, tempered by a just, administration 
of codil'n d law, is desired until Russian 
territorial expansion lias reached Iho 
limits set for it for patl-alavic ideas. So- 
cialism recently promoted in Germany by 
Prince Bismarck, is being carefully stud- 
ied by the Russian government, the 
czar, being well disposed in favor of such 
progressive economic changes in territory 
over which Russia lias sway, as shall con- 
duce to the happiness and welfare of the 
Russian people. The czar was deeply im- 
pressed by tlio terrible circumstances un- 
der which his father met his death. Tho 
last attempt upon bis own life projected 
by tin; nihilists produced n feeling of hor- 
ror. Still, it is unlikely that it will lead 
to ,'i change of his policy. His majesty 
cannot but view, with mingled bitterness 
and regret, the position in which ho is 
placed, throats and perils continually 
besetting him. He deplores the necessity 
which constantly exists for costly and 
extensive precautions for his personal 
safety when ho desiroH to travel, or even 
to move beyond tho vicinity of his palace, 
and which impede his movements and 
prevent his seeing bis people as they are 
and judging for himself concerning their 
needs. The czar's aversion to plunging 
Russia into a ruinous and fruitless war 
Continues iih great us ever. No change In 
his condition in this respect is expected 
by his advisers, except in conformity with 
bis views on Russia's imperial interests.

Tho Zeituitg publishes a letter from 
Strasburg stating that it is proposed to 
divide the Reichstag between Prussia and 
Baden, Alsace being incorporated with 
Baden and Prussia absorbing Lorraine. 
Should Baden decline to annex Alsace, 
both provinces will be incorporated with 
Prussia. 

The Triple Alllauee. 

An article in tho "North German Gazette 
assailing M. Kivthoff and the Pan-Slavista 
says, their efforts to create hospitality be- 
tween Austria and ( iermany really facili- 
tates the policy of the German govern- 
ment. M. Katholl', the paper says, might 
be ctillod an unwilling worker in uphold- 
ing an alliance between the three emper- 
ors. The National Zaitunij reproduces the 
article remarking tho fact that fclie main- 
tenance of the alliance bet ween the three 
emperors is characterized by the govern- 
ment or^au as the object bfGermany'spoliey, 
justifying the view that it is the intention 
of the government to treat the alliance 
which has sometimes fallen in abeyance as 
still existing and as a prolongation.

The funeral of a professor of the univer- 
sity at St. Petersburg, on Friday, was 
made the occasion of a loyal demonstra- 
tion, An address prepared by the stud- 
ents expressing devotion to the czar was 
signed by hundreds. Two men who ob- 
jected were severely beaten and their 
clothes torn off. 

The parliamentary committee .appoint 
ed to investigate the charges against the 
London corporation held its first session 
yest onlay. A man named Hodge made a 
statement to tho effect that he had been 
engaged to bribe roughs to break up the 
reform meetings. 

Peter English, a burglar, who, three 
weeks ago, tried to murder Officer Hig- 
ginbotlmm of the New York police, was 
arrested on Friday at New York, lie is 
supposed to be t he murderer of Lyman S. 
Weeks, who was killed in his own home 
Tuesday morning last by a burglar. 

Thomas D. Moses, civil engineer, de- 
clared at, the investigation of the Bussey 
bridge disaster held at Boston Friday, that 
he had always regarded the bridge as a 
mechanical deformity and that he had 
within two weeks warned the road offi- 
cials that a disaster might occur. 

Walter Ridgely, a fanner, shot and 
killed two ferrymen at Loxarkana, Mo., 
who were trying to get exhorbitant prices 
out of a St. Louis drummer for rowing 
him across the river. The ferrymen as- 
saulted tho drummer and attempted to 
draw their weapons when Ridgeluy shot, 
them both dead, Ridgely was discharged, 
A despatch from Buffalo says: The 
Richmond hotel was erected in 'lNf>(! for 
hotel purposes and was called the St. 
.lames hotel. It was not a success lintin- 
ciilly, and after a struggling existence, 
passed in 1864 into the hands of the 
Young Men's Christian Association. After 
tho association gave up its rooms in the 
old building in October last, Robert Staf- 
ford, S. P. Whitaker and W. J. Mann 
took a lease of the property for hotel pur- 
poses for a term of years. Wliitaker.ro- 
ports that, a large amount of diamonds 
were in tho hotel Thursday night. B. 
Robinson, of Lambert & Go., had a stock 
deposited in the Hide valued at $50,000, 
A Mr. Aider had in his room $30,000 
worth, ami a Mr. Smith had another con- 
siderable Hfoek, the amount of which is 
not known. 



Attempted ImnmiwI nation. 

San Francisco, March Ll). -Steamer 
Alameda, which arrived from Sydney to" 
day, reports an attempt made to assassin- 
ale the premier of Tonga Islands, the 
Rev, Shirley Baker, and his son and 
daughter, on the evening of January 13th, 
ivhilu out driving. Several men, white 
and natives, fired upon them, wounding 
the latter. Seven hundred native warriors 
attempted to lynch the suspected parties 
but wore dissuaded by Mr. Baker. The 
trouble was owing to religious quarrels 
between the different sects. Mr. Baker 
charges the adherents of Mr. Moulton, 
one of tho missionaries, with exciting 
civil war. Great excitement prevailed at 
last accounts, and Mr. Baker was barrica- 
ded in the king's palace. Air. Moulton 
denies inciting hostilities, and complains 
of the oppression exorcised by his oppo- 
nent on the island.

The crime was com- 
mitted one week ago and to-day he was 
arraigned. Just after the examination 
closed, and Randall had been placed un- 
der $6,000 bonds a brother of the girl 
pulled out a revolver and, before any per- 
son was aware of his intention, shot Ran- 
dall dead. He then turned and walked 
nut of tho court and disappeared, and no 
person has taken the trouble to goforhim, 
as the shootingis lookeduponasjustifiable. 
From the evidence produced it appear as 
though Randall and his wife, who was on 
( rial with him, have made it a practice to 
mill young girls and place them in houses 
"fill-fame. Mrs. Randall is now in cus- 
tody of the sheriff. She is quartered in 
her boarding house, which is surrounded 
by a large mob, who, though not violent, 
Boomed determined to do something des- 
perate and the chances arc that before 
to-morrow's sun she will have followed 
her husband. 

THE PORTLAND TRAGEDY. 

— — 

A Mania* Attempts to Cut His Wife's 
Throat. 



He is Prevented by Being Ki ked Senseless 

By a Blow From a Club Takes 
Ills Own Life. 



Particulars of the Portland tragedy, to 
which reference was made in yesterday's 
isHue, have come to hand. 

On Thursday morning Christian P. 
Klwangor, a policeman, committed suicide 
on the sidewalk in front of the entrance 
to Union block, on First street, near 
Stark, by cutting his throat with a razor. 
For the past week he had suffered irom 
insomnia, and his mind was deranged. 
He imagined a conspiracy existed to 
murder him. On the morning of the 
tragedy he started out to have bis life 
insured, taking his razor with him, as he 
said, to defend himself from those who 
were plotting against him. His wife, 
fearing he would get into trouble, accom- 
panied him to the doctor's office, whom 
no went to consult. The doctor was not 
in, and as they returned down stairs Mrs. 
Elwanger urged her husband fco return 
home and put away his razor, us no one 
was trying to harm him. This seemed to 
make a demon of the man, who exclaimed 
"By God, you are in with them and 
you'vo got to die," Ho pushed her back 
and she fell, her feet resting on the stair- 
way landing, which is halfway up, and her 
head being but a few steps higher. She 
screamed for help but before any ono could 
came to her assistance Elwangor made 
several slashes with the razor tit her 
t hroat. Ho is a very large ami powerful 
man and it would have been useless to 
attempt to struggle with him, even had 
his insanity not lent him additional 
strength, so she held her hands to her 
throat and thus protected herself from 
vital injuries, lie tried several times to 
tear her hands away with his left, hub 
before he could reach her throat with thu 
razor she got her hands back again. 
ABSIftTANOK COMES, 

Mr. II. T. Hudson, whose gun storo 
adjoins thu stairway on which the struggle 
look place, heard Mrs. El wanger's Horuams 
anil rushed upstairs to her assistance. 



Then he dealt Elwangor as hard a blow 
as he could with his tist on tho temple, 
but the man did not seem to foel it. Hud- 
son then rushed down stairs, hurried into 
his store, picket up a base-ball bat and 
hurried out. By this time Mr. and Mrs. 
Elwangor were upon thu sidewalk at the 
foot of tho .stairs, sho evidently having 
escaped from him at the landing. Sho 
was prostrated, and Elwangor again bond- 
ing over he r, attacking her. throat. Quito 
a number of men were gathered near, 
but none interfered. Mr. Hudson, taking 
good aim, struck Elwangor on tho top of 
the head with the bat. cutting open the 
scalp, and knocking him prostrate on his 
back, Two by-standers ran to the wo- 
man's assistance and picked her up, carry- 
ing her into Wisdom's drug storo. Sho 
was covered with blood. 

XOK DEATH WOUND. 

No one Beemed to pay any attention to 
Elwangor. Ho turned over on his face, 
half raised himself on his left elbow, then 
drew the razor across his throat on the 
left side, severing the jugular vein. Not 
until the blood spurted from the wound 
and formed a pool on the sidewalk did it 
dawn oil the crowd that Elwtmger had 
taken his own life. Medical aid was 
summoned, but nothing could be 
done. Thu wound was fatal, A mes- 
sage was sent- to tho coroner, who ar 
rived in about twenty minutes. Mean- 
time the hotly, bathed in blood and lying 
in a great, pool of the crimson life stream 
turned to black and mingling with the 
mud and rain, lay exposed to public view, 
and thousands stopped and crowded round 
to look at the sickening sight. Finally 
the coroner came and the body was con- 
veyed to the morgue. An inquest was 
held, the jury returning a verdict that the 
deceased was 40 years of age and a native 
of (iermany, and that ho came to his death 
by suicide while temporarily insane. 

NIKS. KI.WA Nil Kit's INJURIES. 
After being curried into the drug store, 
Mrs. Elwauger's wounds were dressed 
temporarily, and she was then taken by 
constable Mead and policeman Barry to 
St. Vincent's hospital. Examination here 
showed that the wounds were more ser- 
ious than at first supposed. She received 
one deep out on tho right side of the face, 
about four inches long, extending from 
below the ear to the angle of the jaw. 
Another deep cut extends from the right 
cornel' of thu mouth across tho upper lip 
to the angle of the left jaw. The most 
dangerous cut is one on the left side of 
the neck, so deep that tho blade touched 
the spinal column. Fortunately no im- 
portant blood vessels were severed. There 
are several minor cuts on the hands and 
face. The attending physicians think that 
thu chances of her recovery are somewhat 
greater than the chances of a fatal result. 
She has six children, the oldest being a 
boy of 11 years. This lad accompanied 
his parents on the fatal visit to Union 
block and saw the awful deed. 



A HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATION. 

To THE EDITOR: — Until better informed 
I am disposed to endorse the views ex- 
p] essed by the honorable senior member for 
Nanaimo upon the subject of tho high 
school, and admire bis courage in express- 
ing himself as he dkl regardless of popular 
displeasure. If the province can afford to 
have high schools spread over the length 
and breadth of thu kind, well and good, 
but it appears to me taking into account 
tho very largo amount required every 
year for public school education, that it is 
a matter now open for serious considera- 
tion. Unquestionably the expense of edu- 
cation with the increase of population 
will every year increase, but will our 
means for increase of revenue as we have 
no tariff to resort to increase in propor- 
tion I That is the question, and if wo 
annually continue to increase education 
expenditure will it not soon ho found that 
education has got the lion's share to tho 
serious detriment of other int erests ? Tak- 
ing into account the present circumstances 
of the province, it seems to me fathers 
and mothers must rest satisfied, and 
ought to be thankful for their children to 
Becure a free school education without the 
finishing addition of the high school. 

ft would be interesting to know how 
many pupils continued in the high school 
sufficient time to receive its finished 
education ! Few parents indeed can afford 
to keep their children at the high school 
the necessary time, and consequently they 
only receive an incomplete education of 
doubtful value. An Enquirer.

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CIVIC LEGISLATION. 

Twico have tho city council at their 
regular Wednesday evening meeting come 
to the question of electing certain city 
officials, and each time through the de- 
termined opposition of the mayor, backed 
up by a minority of the council, the moot- 
ing has broken up in disorder. It will be 
roinembored that last fall when a tie vote 
resulted on tho ballot between Messrs. 
Tiorney and Irvine for t he position of road 
superintendent, Mayor Fell refused to 
give the casting vote, probably having the 
commons election in his mind and desiring 
to curry favor with friends of both. A short 
time ago there was a vote taken as to 
whether Mr. Tierney or Mr. Dew- 
snap should bo retained, which was 
balloted for with tho mayor's 
assent and Mr. Dewshap elected. 
Now ho opposes the election of 
two auditors, suddenly discovers that vot- 
ing by ballot is illegal and obstinately re- 
fuses to carry out the wishes of the ma- 
jority. Several previous occupants of the 
mayor's chair were guilty of rather auto- 
cratic actions, but in carrying them out 
they were conforming to the rides of 
order. They have been in existence 
sinco 1869 and were compiled by the late 
Judge Robertson, and it has remained un- 
til this late day for .Mayor Fell to discover 
that all previous councils have been carry- 
ing on the city's business in an il- 
logal manner. Mr. Fell is evidently 
impressed with tho idea that he 
is an autocrat, and can build up or 
tear down as liis fancy may dictate. At 
any rate his actions since the late Domin- 
ion olections are not of a character to im- 
press the civic electors with much respect 
for his honesty in endeavoring to carry 
out tho duties pertaining to his office. 
Notwithstanding his protestations before 
election day that ho was simply a figure- 
head at the council board and that 
he 'had no other power than 
that of keeping order, he now 
obstructs the business of the city, and 
assumes all the power of a dictator. The 
question of appointing two auditors was 
tho vote upon which the council agreed to 
break up on last Wednesday night, the 
cause being tho mayor's imperious re- 
fusal to follow tho long-standing rule of 
olection by ballot. The opposition to the 
appointment of auditors for an ex- 
pert audit is causing general com- 
mont, and it is suggested that perhaps 
there is something behind the scenes 
which it is not desirable to have come un- 
der the full light of public investigation 
and criticism. This may merely be a sur- 
mise, but, aa before stated, it has raised a 
general query. That the public accounts 
should bo given an export overhauling 
few will question, not because there is 
any ground to think that everything is 
not correct, but in order to prove 
that everything is correct. If tin- 
latter ia the case, what need should 
there be for the strenuous opposition that 
is being shown against it? The flimsy 
contention that it ia from a desire to save 
tho public funds from useless expenditure 
does not harmonize with very recent dis- 
bursements made of large sums of money 
on work's which are of lit tie general benefit. 
Tho public will now demand an expert 
audii., and the public, in the long run, 
will got what they want, no matter how 
much obstruction may at first bo placed 
in tho way. 

ANONYMOUS ATHEISTS. 

A lotter appeared in the Times some 
days ago under the (torn cfe plumeof "Con- 
sistency," which was certainly one of the 
most disgusting that has ever had a place 
in the press of this city. For obvious rea- 
sons wo did not notice it, but a gentleman 
whose Christian charaetor in this city is 
well known, feeling that an < utrage had 
boon committed upon good tasto, replied 
under his own name. To our great sur- 
prise we find that our contemporay has 
opened his columns again to an avowed 
enemy of religion, to a scoffer at revealed 
truth and to the possessor of an evidently 
vicions pen, and we feel that in justice to 
the people of this city borne mention 
should bo made of this dastardly attack on 
tho teachings of Christ. Had tho corres- 
pondence in question reached this office 
it would havo boon consigned to tho vvaste- 
papor baskot, whore it rightly belongs. 
We felt' that our contemporary had over- 
looked tho article by 'Consistency" and 
had not been fully cognizant of its ma- 
licious contents, but when the samuviews, 
so utterly foroign to the people of Vic- 
toria, again find a place in that journal 
we must confess to ft feeling of groat as- 
tonishment and deep regret. Tho asser- 
tion of "Caution,' in last night's Times 
that ho know "ono man whom the sup at 
tho church precipitated into delirium 
tremens," wo havo no hesitation in de- 
claring an untruth, and wo challenge 
"Caution" to tho proof. The contents 
of that letter are too contemptible 
and low to boar repetition, mill, jvhilo 
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place in a newspaper which professes to 
reach tho homes of some of our citizens. 
Anything more foul, more base and more 
untruthful has never emanated from oven 
the most advanced infidel, and, void of 
argument and oven tho essonco of logic, 
appeals only to the brutal instincts of tho 
herd among whom "Caution" and "Con- 
sistency" mingle, Their debased minds 
conjure up these monstrosities which • ave 
no foundation in fact, and are only the 
vaporings of some unholy spirit. The 
gospel of the meek and gentlo JeSUS and 
the Holy Sacrament which ho ordained 
havo lasted for nearly 1000 years, and are 
reverenced by all good and true men, and 
they stand as a rebuke to all who, like the 
Times' anonymous scribblers, would drag 
into the dust the most hallowed doctrines 
of christian truth. 

OUIt SEALERS. 

An industry of comparatively recent, 
date, and one that is rapidly growing in 
importance and assuming largo proportions 
on this coast, is the one of fur-seal hunt- 
ing. Although for many years English 
and American schooners with white cap- 
tains and manned by Indians had been 
fitted out at Victoria and on tho Sound, 
and gone hunting oil' Cape Flattery and up 
in tho Bohring sea, strange to say not a 
vessel was fitted out at San Francisco for 
seal hunting in open water till 1881, In 
fact, it was thought by parties interested 
that it would not pay. In 1H72 Collec- 
tor Phelps of that port wrote George S. 
Boutwell, the then secretary of the treas- 
ury, informing him that vessels were fit- 
ting out at Honolulu and in Australia to 
catch seals when on the annual migration 
to their breeding grounds, the islands of 
St. Georgo and St. Paul, in the Bohring 
sea, and that something ought to be done 
to stop it. To this the secretary replied 
that he thought, no damage would result, 
as Captain Bryant, the government agent, 
reported that in going north the seals, 
instead of going in schools, went singly 
md in pairs a long distance apart, 
consequently they could only be caught 
in small numbers, and the business would 
not pay. Others, however, thought differ- 
ently from the government agent, and 
seven years ago L>. N. Hardy, of San 
Francisco, fitted out the schooner San 
Diego for a seal-hunting trip oil' the coast, 
she being the first vessel sent on such a 
trip from the coast, manned by white men. 
On her first trip, this pioneer hunter suc- 
ceeded in capturing between 400 and 500 
seals. Next year several vessels were en- 
gaged in the business, and the number 
has kept on increasing each year until 
now quite a large Hoot leaves every sea- 
son to hunt tho seals OS they run to the 
north. The following vessels have left 
the port of San Francisco on seal-hunting 
expeditions this season, and the number 
would have been much larger but for the 
fact that some of the sealers were cap- 
tured by the Corwin in Behring sea last 
season, and the question is not yet de- 
finitely settled as to whether the seizures 
were in accordance with law or not: City 
of San Diego, Alexander, Otter, Van- 
derbilt, Sylvia Handy, San dose, 
Helen Blum, Charles S. Wilson, 
Aliie J. Algar, lm>, Idalene, Laura 
and Beaver. Ono or two others are 
fitting out and will sail late in the season. 
In British Columbia three steam schoon- 
ers and twelve sailers have been fitted out 
and despatched during the present season. 
We have reason to believe that in the near 
future our licet will bo very considerably 
augmented, and that Victoria instead of 
receding from the proud position which 
she has long occupied, being the pioneer 
of the trade, will continue hi be abreast 
• f the times and push the advantages 
which she has gained. The fact means 
very intich to t his city in the money which 
will be expended among our people. 
When tho Sun Diego first went seal 
hunting site went up the coast north, and 
the sloop Sport of the Day was the first to 
seal off the port of San Francisco. Now 
the vessels go a considerable distance 
south sometimes, as seals have been caught 
oil' Monterey. When the seals leave their 
breeding-grounds and go south thoy go 
a long way out from land, how far is not 
exactly known. On returning they strike 
in on the coast about Point Conception, 
and then start for the north. They feed 
on squid, and where there ate lots of 
squid there will bo plenty of seida. 
Drake's bay is generally well provided 
with these fish, and consequently if is a 
favorite rendezvous of the seals, and the 
sealhuuters are hovering round there all 
through the season. It is stated that the 
squid are very scarce on the coast this sea- 
son, and consequently the seals are scarce 
and so far the season has not been a very 
productive one. We learn that there were 
no seals to speak of caught south of Cape 
Mendocino this season. They have prob- 
ably gone oil' the Columbia river, whore 
t here arc plenty of fish. Tho sealhunting 
season commences in January and lasts 
till the latter part of September, tho ves- 
sels returning in October. After hunting 
oil' the coast for a while the vessels keep 
working up north, getting up to the Ko- 
diak ground about May, and after that 
go info the Behring sea. The Kodiak 
ground is a very prolific one. One 
vessel last season in ten days cap 
tured twelve hundred seals. The 
vessels are well provided with boats 
and hunters. The Heals are killed while 
asleep in the water by shotguns or ritles 
in the hands of the hunters. The shoot- 
ing is always done in the head of the 
animal, to avoid injuring the skin, and is 
done from the boats and not the schooner. 
Threo men go in each boat— tho hunter, a 
boat-steerer and .a puller. The boats leave 
the vessel in the morning provided with 
lunch for the men and a compass to steer 
by a certain course. The vessel leisurely 
follows the boat and steers the same 
course, so that in case it comes on thick 
or foggy she can pick the boats up. At 
night-time the boats are hoisted on board, 
the skins stripped oil' the seals and salted 
down. Some boats will get as high aa 
seventy seals in ono day. The crews of 
the sealing vessels are all, excepting the 
cook, paid "by tho lay," as on a whaler. 
The percentage varies a little in different 
vessels, but the following may be taken 
as an average: Captain, one-sixteenth 
to out? eighteenth; mate, one twen- 
tieth; head hunter, one-sixteenth; 
other hunters, one-twentieth to one 
twenty-fifth; crew, one-fiftieth, In a 
prosperous season the hunters' "lay" will 
be from $800 to 81,500 each. It is esti 
mated that 50 per eotit of tho value of tho 
catch is divided among the hunters and 
crew. Tho crew make better wages than 
t hey do on other voyages, and have bettor 
food and hotter times, for when it is too 
rough to hunt, they have nothing to do. 
Tho catch brought in by these open water 
hunters is called the outside batch, and for 
some reason the skins do not bring as 
high a price as shore-hilled on the islands, 
although there is apparently no dlfforehce 
in them, When the pioneer, San Diego, 
first wont, out her skins brought. §12.60 
each. < )f last year's catch tho price aver- 
agud in San Francisco <?li.7o each. In 
. I tine the sealers generally put into this 
city to dispose of their Hpring catch and 
then go north again. In Victoria there is 
no less than S?:IU<),000 invested in the 
business. All tho r.kins are shipped to 
Londo n to !n> dressed and dyed, the art not 
'outs ovorThe entlfo surfao'e of tho 'ground.

Tub superintendent of motive power on 
the New York Central railway said on 
Friday that tho trial of the steam car 
heat ing apparatus, which was made on the 
train running from Peokskillto New York 
demonstrated the feasibility of the scheme. 
The trouble of connecting' pipes between 
the cars was overcome by the use of a 
brass telescope and ball and socket joint. 
Steam in used direct from the locomotive 
boiler through a pressure reducing valve, 
and a strain of live pounds is carried in 
tho pipoB. Tho main difficulties hitherto 
encountered in adopting steam heating on 
railways have been in connecting the 
pipes between the cars and reducing the 
pressure of steam.

FATAL ACCIDENT. 

A Chtnniiiaii HeetB Mb Dciiih at the Welling- 
ton Collieries. 

On Monday afternoon, says tho Na- 
naimo Free 1'ress, tho boxes in tho No. 1 
self-acting incline in No. 4 pit of tho 
Wellington collieries, ran olf tho track 
and knocked out a number of tho props. 
The boxes wero a long timo in coming out, 
ond Mr. A. Clarkson went up the incline 
to sou what was detaining them, and 
found tho boxes off tho track, tho props 
out, and tho Chinamen trying to get the 
boxes on tho track again. Mr. Clarkson 
at once asked tho Chinamen if tho roof 
was all right, and they answered yes. Ho 
listened a moment and everything being 
quiet, ho also thought tho roof safe. Ho 
stooped down to assist in putting tho cars 
on the truck, whorf a small piece of coal 
falling from tlio roof caused him to 
straighten up, and before ho had timo to 
look at tho roof down came a piece of 
coal 24 feet lung, 10 feet wide and 2| feet 
thick, estimated weight to be about 17 
bins. This pieeo full within a few inches 
of Mr. Clarkson, and had hu not stood 
upright when thu small piut j fell, the 
mass would have caught him on tho head 
und shoulders. This monster piece of 
coal fell partially across the boxes, and 
caught fwo Chinamen — Ah Clan and King 
Lun. Ah Clan had his leg badly broken 
and King Lun received injuries about tho 
chest, and wdiich caused his death on 
Wednesday evening.

TIME-I'IEOES. 

Time-pieces are instruments for tho 
measurement of time. The earliest men- 
tion of them is in the Bible where one is 
spoken of as "the dial." Tho first time- 
pieces used in England, were those made 
by Alfred tho Great, about the end of the 
ninth century, which consisted of wax 
candles painted in colored rings, enclosed 
in lanterns to protect them from draughts 
and which burned at the rate of an inch 
in twenty minutes. 

About the same time a water-clock was 
sent to Charlemagne, King of France, by 
the Oaliph of Arabia; it was very compli- 
cated and had twelve doors, with a small 
armed figure standing at each, which open- 
ed and shut tho doors as the hours rovolv- 
od; it had also a metal bell upon which 
the hours wore struck. 

The common time-pieces of the tenth 
century wero hour glasses, containing 
either sand or water which took an hour 
to run from one glass to another. Tho 
motions of docks are now regulated by 
springs or pendulums, but before these 
were well understood weights were used. 

The smallest time-piece yet made is a 
(ioiuva watch which was fitted into the 
end of a lead pencil. At Vienna there is a 
clock in tho shape of n dog, tho face boing 
in tho dog's ribs, and tho tail forms a 
swinging pendulum. A. C.

This sen- 
timent mot a general approval. 

Braunschweig added: "It will never do 
to throw tho saviors of the workingiuen 
into prison or hang them. No. Their 
ghosts will rise from the grave and shriek 
'Fight them with their own weapons.' 
Away with Parliament. Away with the 
ballot nonsense. The 08,000 votes our 
workingiuen cast has made their condi- 
tion no bettor, if not worse. Every reform 
has been brought about by force, and 
workingiuen should be taught anarchism."

Wnmen will talk and nothing can stop 
them. 

•' A man learns a trade to work at It 
fora lifetime, but. all women expect to get 
married and do not manliest the sumo 
interest as men in their work on ac- 
count of this expectation. I pay my 
girls the same rates as men, but on tho 
average they earn only half as much. 

" I find, besides, that 'tis useless to 
oxpeel them to work ten hours a day as 
men do. They seoin not to be capable of 
the same concentration of mind upon 
their, work as men are, and their atten- 
tion soon gives out." 

"But yon employ femalecomposltars?" 

" Ye.-,. I do, One of them I have Is tho 
grand-dang :iler of tho woman with whom 
1 boarded when I was a journeyman; 
one of them is the daughter of an old 
compositor who has worked for mo 
many years, and there are similar reasons 
why the few I have are continued. 

"I have taught them all Unit they know, 
at my place. They are no use except to 
sot reprint and ordinary manuscript, 
and are helpless except In picking up 
typo, needing their cases to be lifted, anil 
are a nuisance generally. 

"Atone time," continued my Inform- 
ant, "my men struck, and I advertised to 
teach women composition. I engaged be- 
tween thirty and forty. They turned the 
Moor Into a Bedlam, and I got rid of them 
wit hin n fortnight. The few I have work- 
ing for mo now are the survivors of five 
limes their number to whom I gave em- 
ployment at tho solicitation of friends." 
FEMAtiE TELEGHAI'H OPERATORS. 

The u'ngallant printer having no more 
to say, your representative made his way 
to a building In which are employed 
it proportion of about one-fourth fe- 
males, In telegraphic work, namely, as 
operators, type writers and clerks, the 
duties of the last named being to compile 
the multitudinous reports received from 
offices In every direction.

"Being in t he atmosphere of telegraphy, 
so to speak, .ill the day besides, they 
acquire the necessary ability of tho prac- 
tical operator and are accordingly given 
engagements." 

DEC'ORATTON OF VASES, ETn. 

Rome years ago when a representative 
of the celebrated Dbulton factory in 
England visited the United States, "An,, 
orican ladles went crazy over the possi- 
bilities of ceramic decoration which lay 
before them. Many of thoni began, and 
sumo of them continue, to paint vases in 
water colors. 

The plan adopted was not encouraging, 
however, to tho industrial opportunities 
of women. Ladies who paint vases and 
such matters, with few exceptions, have 
to buy the vessel, decorate and then sell 
it,, If they care to. In England, oh the 
contrary, the rulo is for tho factory to 
employ lady artists. 

Vases are painted before or after beliic 
glazed. In the former case greater care 
is required, the colors having to be burnt 
In subsequent to the completion of the 
decoration, which cannot then be injured 
excepting through the glaze. 

The under-gle.ze system of painting, 
as it Is called, thus insures the perman- 
ency of the artistic decorations employed. 
On the other hand, over-glaze embellish- 
ments can be readily removed by tho ap- 
plication of an ncid. 

MAKING FLOWERS, FEATHERS, ETC. 

The kindred Industries of making arti- 
ficial Mowers and fancy feathers, and 
preparing ostrich feathers for the wearer, 
give employment to a considerable num- 
ber of young women In all of the large 
cities. 

Obviously the work Is precarious, as 
fashion changes almost continually. In 
the present condition of business, eeon-

>my being the order of the day, one 
branch oT the making of artificial llowers 
is stimulated, for whereas in prosperous 
times, the completed sprays are im- 
ported, now the custom is to import sep- 
arately the stems, buds, leaves and 
eorolhe, "gross goods," as they are 
called, and then have the sprays manu 
factured from them here. 

Tin' result Is greater eheapnoss ; at the 
sacrifice of the artistic, however, as the 

work done by our gh'ls copying after a 
sample, is not equal to that done by bet- 
ter practiced and artistic Frenchwomen 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 

Artificial llowers, of a cheaper grade 
than the French, are being made here 
constantly, more or less. Feat her mak- 
ing is done chiefly in tho winter. 

Girls able to make artificial flowers 
and fancy feathers cam from ten to 
twelve dollars a week. 

USEFUL QUALITIES OF FEMALE WORKERS. 

My call at a blank-book establishment 
was most noteworthy because of the 
pleasing account given by Its manager of 
the good conduct and trustworthy quali- 
ties of the fifty-live young women em- 
ployed In it. 

In such light work as is done by both 
men and women he preferred females, 
because ttiey were more obliging and 
pleasant. 

" They don't swear, norsmoko, norchow 
tobacco, nor get drunk. The nature of 
their work prevents unnecessary conver- 
sation, and the effect of their presence 
in the factory Is rejlnipg and of value lo 
ull."

Alter surveying us In a body, the great 
man rose from his chair at the desk, ad- 
vanced toward us, and pulling Ills coat 
sleeves up almost to his elbows, made us 
a speech.

FULL WORK. 

My first regular experience was for

The "spotter" does not always speak to 
the conductor of his discovery, when lie 
makes ono. He works In the dark quite

lis labors appear to the conductor's eon- 
ternatlon, und when he least expects it. 
1 numbered among my regular passen- 
gers a man whom I supposed was a 
workman, a dogged and sullen looking 
person. The expression of his counten- 
ance was fur from pleasing, and I ob- 
served him with more than an ordinary 
degree of interest. 

But i'cflust admlt It, Tdld not suppose 
that he was a "spotter," nor should I 
ever have known it, had he not found 
occasion to begin a conversation with me, 
during which he did mo the questionable 
compliment to suggest that I. do the 
stealing and lie share the " boodle," as 
his reward in roguery which, lie assured 
me, should be rendered safe as woll as 
profitable'.

GMSS IN HER LUNGS. 

A Young Lady's Life Saved by a Dating Sor- 
glcal Operation- Part of a Rib Cut Away 
to Facilitate the Work. 

Medical circles in this city have again 
been startled by the remarkable operation 
of a bold Burgeon, says the Cincinnati En- 
quirer, It consisted of laying open tho 
chest,' cutting into the lung and removing 
a foreign body; the patient recovering.

The 
bleeding occurred the uoxt day and the 
next, and each timo threatening to termin 
ate fatally.

Hor convalescence 
was rapid, and in a month's timo sho was 
ftldu to start to school. She made satisfac- 
tory progress in her school work, and at 
lastgraduatcd, at theago of seventeen, with 
high honors. One year later a hacking 
cough appeared, accompanied by loss of 
llesh and strength, impaired appetite, pal- 
lor and all the accompaniments of early 
consumption. The doctor in attendance 
was firm in his belief that this was tho 
malady ho rapidly carrying hor to the 
grave. Medicines were given, but without 
avail. 

One day while tho physician was exam- 
ining her a small rod spot wan noticod on 
tho left side just bolow the arm-pit. It 
was very tender on pressure, evidently 
containing pus. The idea at once struck 
tho doctor that a piece of the glass swal- 
lowed years boforo might havo lodged in 
fchia spot, and, after so long remaining 
quiet, had begun to make its presence 
known. With tho consent of the young 
lady and hor friends preparations were 
made for an operation with a view of find- 
ing out tho cause of hor disease and, if 
possible, remedying it. 

The patient waa etherized at 10 o'clock 
in the morning. Forty-five minutes later 



the operation was completed. After thor- 
oughly cleansing the part with antiseptic 
solution, the knifo was inserted just be- 
neath the pit of the arm and drawn down- 
ward two inches. A small quantity of of- 
fensive matter escaped. On introducing 
the finger into the wound a cavity wus 
found as large as a small orange. This was 
lined by a very tough adherent tissue. At 
one point could easily he felt the sharp 
odgo of a piece of glass. It was impossible 
to extract it through the opening made 
without endangering tho adjacent tissue. 
Consequently about one and a half inches 
of the rib opposite was sawed oil, thus 
giving the surgeon a good view and per- 
mitting the manipulation of instruments. 
Tho piece of glass was attached so tightly 
that it had to be cut loose by curved scis- 
sors. Little or no bleeding occurred, 
however. After searching around the cav- 
ity to be sure that nothing more remained 
it was washed out with antiseptic water. 
A rubber tube wus introduced to drain 
away tho discharge, und the wound was 
closed with silver wire, leaving the cut 
rib to take care of itself. During the op- 
eration the patient's pulse was strong, ex- 
cept the moment when the glass was cut 
loose, at which timo it grew rapid and 
weak, but soon recovered its normal force. 

The young lady sat up in two weeks 
and in a month took a ride. Her recovery 
was rapid and complete, her appetite re- 
turned, her arms grew plump, the roses 
appeared on her cheeks, and thu old, lov- 
ing fire burned again in her eyes. She has 
Bince developed into quite a noted singer, 
and at a concert recently won laurels in 
great profusion. It is Baid sho will soon 
marry a young man from Boston who is 
Interested in tho mines of Colorado. Her 
health is perfect and each day finds her 
more and more thankful to the bold sur- 
geon who saved her life. Shu still keeps 
tho pieco of glass as a reminder of what 
oxistodbotwoun hor and the shores be- 
yond. The lady's name is not given, 
though sho is well known in society circles 
in this city.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

An ingenious method has been propoa 
ed by Mr. Emery, tho chief engineer to 
the New York Steam Company, of remov- 
ing fallen snow from tho streets of our 
largo cities. He suggests that a broad, 
light framework of wood bo mounted on 
sledgo runners, and drawn over the snow 
that needs to be molted. Whon in posi- 
tion, a steam tight tarpaulin is stretched 
over the framework, covering a space of 
some 26 feet square; and steam from a 
portable boiler at hand is turned on 
through a hoso underneath the cover 
Whether the plan can bo worked practical 
ly with success remains largely to bo 
seen. The cost as compared with carting 
would depend on the amount of steam 
necessary. 

Tho engineers of the French western 
railway are trying a now arrangement for 
communication between passengers and 
guard. It consists of pushes in the carri- 
age compartments; wires along both sidos 
of the carriages and a boll ami dial in the 
guard's van. Tho dial enables the guard 
to seo from what compartment a signal 
proceeds, while switching off the wires 
on tho near side of the carriages, 
on the train approaching a station, per- 
mits of his also being warned of any 
passenger attempting to alight or change 
compartments on the offside. 

Tho number of thoso persons who 
fought at the battle of Waterloo is natur- 
ally dwindling from year to year. A sur- 
vival of the groat battle still lives at tho 
Hague, in the person of tho Herr .J. 
Chapman Enthoven, who on December 
tho 24th celebrated his 101st. birthday 
Tliis veteran still vividly recollects the in- 
cidents of the decisive contest which shat- 
tered tho power of Napoleon. The anni- 
versary of tho battle, it may be mention- 
ed, is still religiously observed in Holland 
— in synagogue and church, whore special 
services are hold. At one timo "Waterloo 
Day" was tho only occasion on which some 
of tho chief rabbiH delivered sermons in 
tho Dutch language 

An American paper tolls a a "queer 
story" of an action brought by a photo- 
grapher against tho lato Khedive, for 
whom ho executed a good deal of work, 
hut could not got tho money. The case 
was decided in Paris a short time ago, and 
tho photographer, gaining the day, obtain- 
ed an execution on his ex- majesty's goods. 
Accordingly, armed with this formidable 
legal document, the daring photographer 
proceeded to tho Khedive B residence, 
and, having gained admission, made a 
raid upon thu dress trunks of tho ladies of 
tho harom. Immediately a tremendous 
uproar arose, tho fair bul-buls rushing to 
save their property. In the excitement of 
tho moment, the ladies quite forgot they 
woru unveiled, and had exposed their 
loveliness to tho profane gaze of the 
giaour. The photographer happened to lie 
a man of readiness and resource, and, in» 
loud voico, announced that if tho ladies 
would not quietly allow him to assort his 
legal rights, ho would photograph thorn 
on the snot ! Tho threat was auiheiont. 
Helter-skelter wont tho whole panne out of 
thu apartment, and left the .-lover knight 
of thu camera in undisputed possession. 



The torpedo cruiser Arab has been fit- 
ted with t;wo powerful search lights, one 
for stern and the other for bow chasing. 
Internally the vessel is illuminated with 
100 incandescent lamps. Orders have been 
received from tho Admiralty directing the 
Conqueror to bo litted with two additional 
searchlights, mailing the system of olcc- 
tric lighting in thu ship of the most per- 
fect character. 

On January the 6th last tho Minister 
of telegraphs ill Paris was able to talk to 
M. BburrtS, the French Ambassador At 
Brussels, by means of the new telephone 
line. The tirst experience provod satis- 
factory, and tho lino will bo opened for 
traffic during this week. The Chamber of 
Commerce in Lille has asked that tho line 
should pass through their town in order to 
be connected with the lines in thu north 
of France, but the minister has not agreed 
to this demand.
